Treatment 


The frontespiece was washed and lined with Kizui- 
kishi japanese paper and wheat starch paste. Its 
fore edge was reinforced with several layers oi the 
same. The tears in the two plates were repaired 
with silk tissue and wheat starch paste. The text 
block spine was reglued with a 50/ 50 mixture °f 
Jade 403 and methylcellulose and then rebacked. 
The sewing was reinforced with Library of Congress 
style stab joint endsheets. ‘The spine was lined 
with Canson Mi-Tiente. The book was case bound 
in half buckram with Pearl Gurley's marbled paper 
m the sides. 4 mylar bok jacket was made.
